Now that we know who the future superintendent of. 
Columbus Public Schools is, how will we respond to him 
and how will he respond to us? We can't speak for him, but 
it would be wise on our part to respond dinerently trom how 
we have in the past. ® 

We expect James Hyre, who gave up his job as superin- 
tendent in Canton, Ohio, to come here, will act differently 
from Dr. Joseph Davis, who resigned July 31. Whether that 
difference translates into more advantages and better edu- 
cation than in the past for our children will depend on us. 

During interviews prior to being selected by the school 
board to be the next school chief, Hyre made some com- 
ments which we hope he lives up to. He said he wants to 
establish a good relationship with the business community 
to ensure their support of public education in the city; he 


would like to help establish the learning reputation in the 


public schools to be on a par or better than suburban’ 
scnools. Both are needed. 

Hyre also said he favors and advocates parents having 
more responsibility for their children. “We need to make 
parents aware that the school cannot be.all things,” he said. 
Another good point which wé agree with. 

There are specifics that black parents, teachers, and 
administrators- are Concerned about too, specifics that 
were not addressed by Davis. Whether Hyre addresses 
these specifics, which would goa long way toward improv- 
ing the education of black children, depends on how well 
we point them out to the new superintendent and how well 
we stand united until they are addressed. 

We welcome the new superintendent to Columbus. We 
also encourage parents and educators to.get their agenda 
together so that Hyre’s new agenda will contain the con- 
cerns of blacks and that his agenda proves more beneficial 
to the future education of our children.

Citizen’s Arrest 

_Under the law a citizen's 
arrest is the arrest of an 
accused without a warrant by a 
person, upon probable cause 
to believe that a felony has 
been committed and that the 
accused committed it. . 

In Ohio, this is the only 
power conferred on private 
citizens. Lawenforcement 
officers have the same powers 
of arrest without warrants, for 
felony as any citizen. 

Only-law-enforcement-offic- 
ers, however, can arrest with- 
out warant for misdemeanor, 
or execute an arrest warrant 
issued for any offense.

In a nostalgia-filled 
ceremony, he presented the 
“gold” to the First National 
Bank of Southwestern Ohio. 
The record will be kept on 
permanent display in the 
bank's downtown Hamilton 
office “! want to recognize the 
help and support that First 
Southwestern has given me 
and my family over the years,” 
stated the “funk”. recording 
artist. He earned the coveted 
award with his Warner 
Brothers’ album, “The Many 
Facets of Roger” The album-- 
which sold more than 800,000" 
copies -- showcased a tour de 
force by Troutman, called one 
of the nation's premier 
guitarists by most pop music 
experts.
